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V.y Trip uc Germany and Major CKCYMACKI's Plans 



!uv -trip to Germany was technically arranged by Major CHCr'ACICI , 
who isisted- per contra . - that I put him in contact with various Ukrai- 
nian military organizations in Germany, 

The Major obtained for me through K, Marshall, (British UPO) , an 
entry permit in the G. 3. Zone, Since we did not wish to abuse our re- 
lations towards the Swiss, and considering the power of the Major in 
this region, it. was he who had his Swiss friends, officers in the u 2eme 
Bureau' 1 , intervene on my behalf for a return visa to Switzerland, Thus 
we know that the Major has influence in military circles end the cantonal 
police of Vaud. 

M* CHCM^IACICI also arranged for my trip from the Swiss frontier 
(Constance) to Munich, The first plan was* to have a car put at my dis- 
posal, but at the last minute he informed me that we would use the car * 
of. the British Vice-Consul in Zurich, Mr; Richard V/ETERBY (since we do 
.not know the exact spelling of this name, we will refer to it in the 
text.- with the initials IMt.W.),. 

We left Kreuzllngen (which we had reached by train to meet Mr, 
CHOYUACKI) the morning of 9 January, was driving the car, and 

the other passengers were CKCTMACEI , Mrs* PESYBYLSK A, and myself. The 
Major and I crossed the border on foot, and accompanied by Mrs, 

PRZYBYXSKA , picked us up in the car at 100 meters beyond the German bor- 
der, We .went directly to the British Consulate in Munich where 
accompanied by the Major delivered the diplomatic pouches. It was only^ 
after that that I was helped in looking for my compatriots. In order < to

In the course of, the trip, Mr, CHCYKACKI had asked me for permission 
' to hold a technical meeting in Munich with our specialists on the Red 
Army and anti-Soviet espionage. He told '.fee that -he' had full authorization 
from* Generals, ANDERS and Y^SKICWSKI to make concrete proposals of collabb-* 
ration to my compatriots, The Major, spdlre in £ low voice so that 
could not hear us, because the latter knov/s.

talked a great deal during the trip, His conversation was 
cultured and pleasant. He showed a lively interest in all demographic, 
ethnographic and linguistic questions of Eastern Europe P He never ap- 
proached any current practical subject. The Major told me that : 

was interested in. all eastern Questions, that he 'was anti-Soviet, and i: 
that he wa s more or less connected with a British intelligence network 
working on Russia, But the Major added emphatically that M*R,W . 1 s work 



did not interest him because he had no confidence in the British superi- 
ors of the Vice-Consul, and that what interested him particularly was the 
frequent trips the Vice-Consul to oh to Munich (about every two weeks). 

The Major and M.R.W. use the familiar "you” form, just as" the Major and 
Mr. Hoy LINK, British Vice-Consul at Munich, formerly a colleague of the 
Major when LINK was Vice-Consul at Zurich. 



M. CHOYHACKI had promised, as v/e were leaving Switzerland^” to obtain 
a car for me in Munich from his ad jut ant Hr * Ludwig rPHZYBYLSKI * with whom 
he wished to have a technical conference* ^eing unatle to procure this 
car, for reasons unknown to me, he considered it a point of honor to ob- 
tain a car for me in spite of everything. 



Mr. CHOYNACKI lived in Munich under the name of Jank SAREMBA, at the 
residence of his friend Kr. von GODIN, President of the Bavarian Land 
Police* He asked Mr* von GODIN to lend him one of the police cars (with 
an ordinary number). Mr* von GvPlN declared that he was not authorized 
to lend a car to 2ABJGMBA, but on the other hand he could lend it to the 
British Consul, Hr, Hoy LINK, if the latter would make an official appli- 
cation for one. Mr. Boy LINK then telephoned to Mr. von GODIN and asked 
for a car for the Consulate, to which Mr., von GODIK readily answered and 
"rented" for a fictitious sum of eight marks ,a BMW car (number By 115 316) 
to the British Consul from twelve to sixteen January inclusive. The car 
was rented with a letter from. Mr. von GODIN, authorizing the British Con- 
sul to use the car; Ma j or >. CH OYNACKi ad d ed-at the bottom of this letter a 
statement that the British Consul had put ,.tb'e par at my disposal. The 
letter bore seals of the Land police and bf/H.M. 1 s consulate, and was 
signed by Messrs, von GODIN ar,d Roy LINK.. [ 

As for relations between Hr, r- von G0DIN : and the Major, I learned that \ 
this fall the American occupation authorities 1 gave von GODIN, in the capa- 
city of President of the Land Police, "the task 6f contacting a group of 
thirty-five Ukrainian UPA partisans on the Czech frontier. His first re- 
port on this, subject was addressed to Mr, Jack 2AREKBA, who contacted Kr* 
STANCH IV to check, and cdrrectit. ; The corrected report; was submitted to 
the American authqritieso This ease is cited as a concrete example of 
GODIN- &&REHBA relations. - '■ ' :

gave him the task of organizing collaboration with the Ukrainians along 
technical lines, Tfee following are notes, that we took at the meeting, 
which ’toojc place in a? very friendly atmosphere: *. 



"The Major stated that he has the technical means (actual assistance 
of British, Spanish, Belgian and Swiss Consulates! and the. material means 1 * 
(unlimited budget)' to organize a systematic study of the Red Army* of its 
movements, equipment^ capabilities, technical equipment, and the industrial 
poorer in back of it,"' The Major admits he- is no expert as far as the Soviet 
JJnion is concerned (until that time he had almost completely specialized 
in military espionage in Germany) and that he is almost completely lacking 
in military intelligence ^directives." In organizing this service he is 



counting on the active collaboration of the UFA Ukrainians, of whom the 
Polish service has the highest opinion. The UPA is in contact with the 
country (Ukraine) ; they, have the neans of penetrating; they have the basic 
records; but they are short of technical means and materials. The Major 
understands that -the UPA is afraid that by accepting technical means and 
materials from a great power that they will become dependent upon it. 
However, in the case of the Poles in London, there is no such danger. A 
loyal partnership roust be formed. 7/hat would the Major like to obtain 
from the Ukrainian organizations? CHOYlvACKl asked questions on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1* Movements of Soviet armies (particularly the general transferral 
of troops from north to south) • 

2, Fortification lines, especially in the Caucasus, 

3, Activity of the German officers in the Paulus Army: 

a. Number of German officers working as instructors in Soviet

4, Concentration of Soviet forces of the Bug -San line and possibly 
fortification work.

Communications 
between these regions and Turkestan and Kouznetsk. 

7 * Order of battle of Soviet armed forces; reorganization of large 
units. c * .

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These questions were incorporated in a memorandum written by Major 
CKOYKACEI . Captain KALVKA and Major HUCUL called CWraACEI's attention 
to the fact that the Bed srmy has nothing in cojnncn r/ith the Vehrmacht, 
that it is basically somewhat chaotic which although detrimental to the 
general organization of the army, protects it to a certain extent against 
enemy espionage activities. In general the Ukrainians will be able to 
answer the questions of the major -'(taken for. granted a certain reorganiza- 
tion within our own services) . Our delegates asked C~ r 0YNACKI to*, define 
the utilization of intelligence communicated by the Ukrainians; In .other 
words they questioned -the reason that the Ukrainians had to use Polish 
channels to pass material to the British or .Americans* Ilsj'or CHOYIvACKI 
then earnestly explained that it is net just a matter of delivering in- 
formation neither to the British nor to the -Americans, but of building 
up a study center for Pclish-UIcrainian groups (a general staff), special- 
ized in matters concerning the Bed Army and supported in this work by small 
countries* At a moment chosen by both parties, this center would submit 
material to the British and Americans. Cur delegates noted this declara- 
tion by the.ICa.jor and added that the Ukrainians would request, according 
to the technical Polish -Ukrainian pact concluded in Italy June 1946, that ' 
the Poles he representatives of the group to the British while, the Ukrain- 
ians would make all contact with the Americans. In any case this proposal , 
by Mr; CHCYNACKI would have to be studied more closely by competent per- 
sons, and no answer could be given immediately. Cur delegates again asked ; 
the Major to define the te clinical means at his disposal.- Major CHOYUACXI i 
listed the following: 

1* Possibility of having as many Ukrainian specialists or -couriers 
.as we wished work in Switzerland, Belgium, Holland ? Spain, Prance and

6. Obtaining unlimited military permits for Germany. .. "
